Scientists working on long- 
term hail researoh project in cen- 
tra] Alberta said this week in Ed- 
monton that something is lacking, 
namely hail. 

The project began in 1956 in the 
area around Penhold, one of the 
worst hail districts in North Ameri- 
cn. However, officials said there 
have been few major hail storms 
there yet this year, 

In previous seasons the re- 
searchers have been busy taking 
motion pictures of clouds forming, 
tudying clouds with radar, and 
experimenting in seeding clouds 
with silvery iodide, This year, radar 
equipment at RCAF station Pen- 
hold has been used little in the 
project, 

The research is being carried out 
jointly by the Alberta Research 
council, the National Research 
Council, the Federal Transport De- 
partment, the Alberta Agriculture 
Department, the stormy weather 
research group at MeGill Univer- 
sity and the RCAF training com- 
mand.

HOW GOOD IS YOUR 
SUMMERFALLOW? 

The results of a survey made in 

Saskatchewan in 1057 emphasizes 
how important good, sound, sume 
merfallow practices are in the pros 
duction of grain crops in the Prairie 
Provinces, Last year, 77 per cent of 
the Saskatchewan wheat crop, 26 
«per cent of the oat crop, and 45 
per cent of the barley crop were 
sown on stnmerfallow, Here are 
the yield results, Wheat on summer 
fallow yielded 17.9 bushels per acre 
compared with only @ bushels on 
stubble land, Oats on summertallow 
averaged 35 bushels per acre come 
mired with 21 bushels for stubble, 
The comparative yield figures for 
barley were: on summerfallow — 
28 bushels per acre; on second crop 
land — 16 bushels per acre. 

As pointed out recently by Mr. 
A. Wendhardt of the Swift Current 
Experimental Station, summerfal- 
lowing is a costly item in’ grain 
farming. Furthermore, unless ever 
effort is made to preserve as mue 
of the available trash as possible, 
it ean be a hazardous farm practice, 


on summerfallow land serves two 
important purposes: (1) it reduces 
the danger of soil erosion by wind 
and water and (2) it increases the 
ability of the soil to absorb and re- 
tain moisture 

It is impossible in this ehort are 
ticle to deseribe in detail the many 
aspects of a good summerfallow 
program, However, the main ob- 
ject in all tillage operations this 
Summer should be to anchor, at or 
near the surface of the soil, as much 
trash as possible, This means the 
proper use of the right tillage ime. 
plement at the right time, Depth 
of tillage is important. Shallow. til- 
lage at a uniform depth (3 to 4 
inches) not only conserves more 
trash cover, but favors maximuin 
moisture storage in the soil, Wateh 
your trash cover closely and select 
the implements that will do the 
best job of anchoring the trash at 
or near the surface of the soil, 

There will be about 24,865,000 
acres under summerfallow in 
the Prairie Provinces in 1958, Both 
the size and quality of the grain 
crop that will be harvested in Weste 
ern Canada next year will be large- 
ly determined by the thought and 
attention farmers give to their 1958 
summerfallow operations. A good 
job of summerfallowing this Sum- 
mer will pay high dividends in 1958

Safety With Electricity 

Electricity can be 
handled improperly or carelessly. 
Complete control of this force, at 
all times, is the way to insure 
safety — keeping in mind that it is 
not the electticity which may 
cause an accident, but rather the 
way in which it is used. So here 
are a few electrical safety rules to 
follow 

1. When renewing fuses, always 
stand on a dry board or other in- 
sulating material. Pull the switch 
FIRST and, if possible, replace the 
fuses during daylight. 

2. Replace fuses with fuses — 
not with coins. This latter prac- 
tice might damage equipment and 
possibly cause a fire. 

3. Use correctly-rated fuses for 
the wiring—keep a supply of them 
on hand. 

4. When touching a light, appli- 
ance or extension cord be sure you 
are nat standing in water, or on 
damp ground. 

5. Protect electric cords from 
fraying or breaking by taping them 
cords 


6. Install wiring away from water 
pipes — heat and moisture will 
break down insulation, 

7. Use permanent wiring instead 
of extension cords — cords hang- 
ing on nails or hooks are fire haz- 
ards. 

8. If you get a shock from wiring 
or equipment, have them checked. 

9. Remove a plug cap from an 
outlet by the plug, not by jerking 
the cord. 

10. Tape bare wires and ends of 
wires not  conneoted. Consider 
fallen or exposed wires “live” until 
definitely known to be “dead.” 

11. When leaving the farm for 
an extended period, be sure and 
remove perishables from refrigera- 
tors before pulling the main switch.

UNIFORM TRAFFIC TICKET 
SYSTEM FOR ALBERTA 


Effective the first of this month, 
a uniform method of issuing traf- 
fic violation tickets became opera- 
tive in Alberta. This was provided 
for under a bill to amend the Sum- 
mary Convictions Act, which was 
passed at the spring session of the 
Alberta legislature. 

The new system deals only with 
traffic violations under the Sum- 
mary Convictions Act. It does not 


if apply to parking violations, 


A list of violations is contained 
on the ticket. When marked by 
the police officer, it indicates the 
date the offender must appear 
court and is in effect a summons. 

The objective of the new ticket 
system is to remove the necessity 
of police serving summonses direct- 
ly to offenders when traffic tags 
are ignored. 


Section 6 of the act says: “pon 
completing a traffic ticket, and af- 
fixing his signature thereto, the 
police officer shall deliver the 
waffic ticket summons to the per- 
son charged with an offence there- 
in and delivery of the traffic ticket 
summons in accordance herewith 
shall be deemed to be personal 
service of the summons upon the 
person charged with an offence in 
the traffic ticket summons,”
